The next great event, «11d one which has 
done so much to bring the uaz: .£ Roches- 
ter before the notice of the world as any 
other in the city’s history, was the leap of 
Sam Patch over the upper falls of the Gen 
esee in 1529. There have been many ver- 
sions of this affair, but the following is 
vouched for by Joseph Cochrane, who was an 
intimate friend of the great diver, and was 
with him when he made his fatal leap, Sam 
Patch was boro in Rhode Island in 1807. He 
had been at sea, but became tired of that 
life,and went to work in a cotton mill at 
Paterson, N. J., where bo a 


bridge into the Pamaic river, a distance of 
ninety feet. He then madee tour about the 
country, making several hazardous leaps 
In 1829 he went to Niagara, and jumped 
froma shelving rock midway between the 
summit of Goat Island and the water. He 
then came to Rochester, and in the presence 
of his friend Cochrane alone jumped the 
upper falls, 

Soon afterward he performed the feat 
again in the presence of a great crowd His 
third attempt was made Nov. 13, and the 
papers of the previous day contained the fol- 
lowing notice:
